Applicant respectfully requests a refund in the amount of $1 ,620.00 for the above- 
referenced Patent Application for the erroneously paid petition fee for the reasons as set forth 
below. 

BACKGROUND 

On January 6, 2010, the above-referenced U.S. Utility Application was Abandoned due to 
non-payment of the Issue and Publication Fees, respectively. Applicants respectfully filed a

In view of the above, applicant respectfully submits that the Abandonment was at no fault 
of our own, and respectfully requests a refund in the amount of $ 1 ,620.00 for the Petition for 
Revival of an Application for Patent Abandoned Unintentionally Under 37 CFR 1.137(b).
